RECORD TERM REPORTED 
BY LABOR BRANCH 


Edmonton, Ocf. 31.—High water 
mark in labor bureau activities is re- 
ported by the Alberta labor branch 
for the three-month period. ending 
October 31, which includes the har- 
vesting season, 

Placements of all kinds within that 
time, counting. male workers only, 
numbered 35,819, an advance of near- 
ly 7,500 over last year. Of this total 
29,8832 placements represented work 
on farms, 

Labor Commissioner Walter Smit- 
ten says that the rush fs now well and 
safely over and that there: is no 
serious shortage of help anywhere, for, 
the’, threshing “and*‘teaming~that still 
remains to be done. : 

There has been a slight movement 
of harvesters returning home, in the 
case of'some of the men who came 
from the east, but the vast majority 
o fthemen are still at work and will 
continue for the next one to three 
months, 

Placements, moreover, are still be- 
ing made, Last Wéek averaged 250 a 
day, these being mostly men who, 
having completed other work on 
which they were engaged, are now 
free to take a hand in threshing. . 

Approximately 21,000 men are rep 
resented in the total placements re- 
ported by the employment office. This 
is the largest number of jndividual 
workers ever placed by ihe govern- 
ment service, the highest previous 
recom being that of 1928, when the 
total was 17,000.. The month of Sep- 
tember alone was 4,000 higher than 
any previous month in the history of 
the office,

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GOVERNMENT MAY 
DISTRIBUTE BEER IN 
SOUTHERN ALBERTA 


Unless local distributors of beer 
in Southern Alberta indicate a more 
willing spirit to comply with the pro- 
vincial. government regulation 
quiring periodical reports on all sales, 
the ,government is threatened with 
the responsibility of taking over the 
distribution of all beer, according to 
a statement made Monday. morning 
by Liquor Commissioner R. J. Din- 
ning. 

Mr. Dinning, who has just returned 
to Edmonton from the east, said he 
had not had time as yet to go into 
all the details of recent trouble the 
department has had with local beer 
distributors, but was investigating the 
subject now. 

“The difficulty,’ said Mr. Dinning, 
“does not appear to be. with the 
officials of the various brewery com- 
panies, but with some irresponsible 
men in charge of various warehouses 
throughout the province. Unless 
these local agents comply with the 
government regulations for reporting 
beer sales, the department will be 
faced with the possibility of distri- 
buting the beer itself.”

Red Deer, Oct. 31.—The 21st Synod 
of Alberta of the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada met in Knox Church, Red 
Deer; 838 members were present, and 
the main, object of the evening was 
the address of the retiring moderator, 
Rev. D. J. Graham, B.D, Mr. Graham 
preached a powerful and evangelical 
sermon based on Revelation 1X-10: 
“Wor the testimony of Jesus is the 
spirit of prophecy.” This was one of 
the finest sermons that has been 
heard at a Presbyterian Synod for 
many years back and it created a 
splendid atmosphere of fellowship and 
sincerity throughout the entire meet- 
ing of the Synod. 

As is customary in the Presyterian 
Church the retiring moderator’s ser- 
mon was followed by the election of a 
moderator for the ensuing year. This 
year only one nomination was brought 
forward, that being the name of Rev. 
R. C. Acheson of Three Hills, Alberta, 
Mr. Acheson is one of the strong men 
of the west and the honor conferred 
on him is one which has been richly 
deserved, 

On the following morning the first 
item of business was the important 
subject of Religious Education in the 
Normal Schools, This subject called 
forth much discussion on the part of 
members of Synod, It was eventually 
decided that each presbytery look after 
the Normal student within his own 
bounds, 

Rev. Mr. Webber, representative of 
the Lord’s Day Alliance, wis present 
and addressed the court, and put 
the aims and objects as well as the 
achievements of the Alliance in the 
past, before the Synod, After this 
address the Synod unanimously passed 
a resolution approving the Attorney- 
General's attitude towards the recent 
infractions of the Lord’s Day Act.

gift by his father in the old country 
wis Percy Braithwaite Torr, of the 
Ponoka district, while the man charg- 
ed with fraud was Percy Richardson 
Tarr, of the Wayne district, Torr had 
been working in the Wayne and 
Drumheller districts, but latterly had 
moved to Ponoka, and the letter from 
the father containing the $100 draft on 
the Bank of Toronto at Edmonton, by 
some means drifted down to Torr's old 
address, and was passed out to Tarr. 
Tarr says he told his wife, to whom he 
was married in 1926, that it was a 
Christmas gift from his father, and she 
believed his father lived at Liverpool, 
England, where Torr's father lived, 
instead of at Lewiston, Maine, where 
Tarr's father lived. Mrs, Tarr con- 
dueted the correspondence with the 
father at Liverpool in all good faith, 
her husband said, believing his story 
that the father was well off: they 
asked him for $5,000 for stock and 
implements, and again for $860 to buy 
six mille cows, but the police had some 
hand in this later correspondence, 


and there were several visitors, in- 
cluding a number of Kiwanians from 
Edmonton. 
WILL ASK C.P.R. TO 

SETTLE FIRE LOSS 


Lethbridge, Oct. 28.—As a result of 
the disastrous prairie fire at Lomond 
this week, a claim for damages will be 
made against the C.P.R. by the farm- 
ers who have suffered loss. This de- 
cision was come to at a meeting of the 
furmers affected, thirteen in number, 
at Lomond, with J. C. Hendry, of 
Lethbridge, retained to prosecute their 
elaim. 

From further details of the fire it is 
believed that while a freight train was 
switching in the C.P.R. yards at Lo- 
mond a spark from the engine fell on 
the land adjoining the railway and 
thus started the fire. A westerly wind 
was blowing at the time and, fanned 
by the wind, the flames made rapid 
progress eastward, It is stated that 
as soon as the C.P.R. crew say what 
had happened they endeavored to put 
out the fire with shovels but without 
success, 

The losses occasioned by the fire 
are estimated to be 300 acres of wheat, 
1000 acres of pasture, 50 to 100 tons of 
hay, loss to buildings in the neighbor- 
hood of $3,000 and a large quantity of 
fence posts.

POOL FARMER MAY 
GET BILL OF LADING 


An editorial in a recent issue of the 
U.F.A. says that: “Any farmer who 
has a carload of grain in store can 
order the elevator agent to ship it to 
any terminal elevator the farmer de- 
sires, consigned to any firm the farm- 
er wishes, and tlie charges accrued 
need not be paid until the car arrives 
at the terminal and the government 
certificate of weight aud grade is re- 
turned, provided the farmer does not 
lift the bill of lading. Naturally, if he 
does not liit*the bill of lading, the 
firm to whom the grain is shipped 
will pay the charges and make settle- 
ment to the farmer, either direct or 
through the elevator company. If the 
bill of lading is lifted by the farmer 
he must pay the handling and storage 
charges accrued against his grain.”
